ground that if it be true that diseased 
cattle are being shipped out of Ohio 
without proper health 
certification, 
the practice will eventually cripple 
the Ohio market, the members of the 
state industrial commission have be- 
bun a searching investigation of the 
situation. 
T he commission began its 
inquiry Thursday afternoon ¡by sub­ 
poenaing several cattle breeders and 
veterinarians to 
Columbus to 
find 
out their version of 
charges 
that 
have been made. 
Among those thus 
summoned were some who recently 
made charges of 
partiality 
against 
State V eterinarian Paul Fischer and 
who alleged that Fischer abused his 
authority in many instances. W hether 
or not the new inquiry will result 
in a turning of the tables 
against 
Fischer’s accusers is still in question, 
but the inquiry itself will be of inter­ 
est to the people generally, since if 
the Ohio m arket were injured, the 
ill effects would be suffered generally. 
The situation is one that has been 
serious for some time for the com­ 
plaints, w hether true or false, have 
been assiduously circulated, and al­ 
ready are being discussed in other 
states- 
The state commission argues 
that should the investigation do noth­ 
ing further than clear up the charges, 
it will have been amply justified.
